Barker ‘disappointed’ 

TV icon makes no headway in fight to move Lucy

Thursday’s long-awaited 
meeting at the Valley Zoo 
was “terribly disappoint¬ 
ing/’ retired TV icon Bob 
Barker said. 

The aging celeb rolled in¬ 
to town with a small army 
of elephant experts, bent 
on persuading zoo officials 
to send Lucy the elephant 
to warmer climates. 

“The meeting went bad¬ 
ly,” he said after meeting 
Lucy. “The zoo is absolutely 
implacable. They won’t 
consider even saying when 
Lucy is feeling well we can 
take her to a sanctuary.” 


An independent veteri¬ 
narian recently examined 
Lucy and determined she’s 
too ill to survive a lengthy 
move. Zoo staff have reject¬ 
ed offers for a team of ele¬ 
phant health experts to ex¬ 
amine her. 

“We don’t want to cloud 
the issue by bringing in 
other biased individuals 
who cloud the picture,” the 
zoo’s head veterinarian 
Milton Ness said yesterday, 
adding he will continue to 
work with the zoo’s doctor 
to develop a health plan. 

Despite the city’s firm 
stance, PETA officials are 
preparing for a legal battle 
to free Lucy, and have re¬ 
tained high-profile Toronto

criminal lawyer Clayton 
Ruby to take on the task. 

“In our estimation, there 
is no law the zoo is break¬ 
ing,” said community serv¬ 
ices general manager Linda 
Cochrane, adding though 
there are industiy stan¬ 
dards recommending cap¬ 
tive elephants be kept in 


herds, “That’s not a law.” 

The zoo’s long-term plan 
is one that doesn’t include 
welcoming any more ele¬ 
phants once Lucy dies, as 
the current enclosure was 
designed to house only two 
elephants, Cochrane 
added. 

The unwavering position 
of zoo officials hasn’t 
swayed 86-year-old Barker, 
adding he will fight for the 
34-year-old Asian elephant 
to live out her days in 
warmer climates as long as 
he’s alive.

out adequate support sys¬ 
tems in place. 

“When this process is 
done properly, it doesn’t re¬ 
sult in increased criminal¬ 
ization,” said Snaterse. 

Tom Shand, chair of the 
Alberta Alliance on Mental 
Illness and Mental Health, 
said that if patients don’t re¬ 
ceive adequate treatment, 
“many will have their men¬ 
tal health deteriorate to the 
point where they will put 
extra pressure on social 
services.” 

Shand said he doesn’t be¬ 
lieve AHS has done enough 
planning or allocated 
enough resources yet to 
pull off the transition suc¬ 
cessfully.

bombing in Kabul lulled six

Thursday’s victims bring 
to 20 the number of Italian 
troops who have died in 
Afghanistan.

Lab technician charged 
in Yale student’s murder 


A Yale lab technician 
appeared in court and was 
charged with murder 
Thursday hours after his 
arrest in the killing of a 
graduate student in a 
research building where 
they both worked — per¬ 
haps sometimes in 
conflict. 

Raymond Clark III, 24, 
kept his head bowed dur¬ 
ing the three-minute ap¬ 
pearance in the suffoca¬ 
tion death of Annie Le, also 
24. He didn’t enter a plea 
and said, “Yes, your hon¬ 
our,” when asked whether 


he understood his rights. 
The judge then set bail at 
$3 million US. 

People interviewed by 
police have painted Clark 
as a “control freak” who 
viewed the laboratory as 
his territory, and authori¬ 
ties are investigating 
whether that led to the 
killing, according to a law 
enforcement official who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the 
probe continues and many 
details remain sealed. 

Investigators are having 
a tough time identifying a 


motive because Clark 
won’t talk to police, the of¬ 
ficial said, noting that au¬ 
thorities don’t necessarily 
need a motive because 
they have strong forensic 
evidence. 

New Haven, Connecti¬ 
cut, police Chief James 
Lewis said reports that the 
two had a romantic rela¬ 
tionship were untrue “to 
my knowledge.” 

“It is important to note 
that this is not about ur¬ 
ban crime, university 
crime, domestic crime but 
an issue of workplace vio¬ 


lence, which is becoming a 
growing concern around 
the country,” Lewis said, 
adding he wasn’t ruling 
out additional charges.

Rooftop beekeeping flourishing in the city 


In the romantic city of 
lights, the bees are down¬ 
right busy. 

Common sense says it is 
better to keep hives of 
stinging insects in the 
countryside, away from 
city centres packed with 
people. Yet on rooftops and 
public gardens in the ur¬ 
ban jungle of Paris, the bee 
business is thriving. 

Bees are disappearing 
from fields across France 
and elsewhere in the world, 
victims of a decline in num¬ 
ber because of loss of habi¬ 
tat compounded by a recent 
mysterious catastrophe var¬ 
iously blamed on disease, 
parasites and pesticides. 

But in the heart of Paris,

Urban beekeeping isn’t 
just a Paris thing. Berlin, 
London, Tokyo and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., are among 
beekeeping cities. New 
York City on the other 
hand, lists bees as “ven¬ 
omous insects,” and bee¬ 
keeping is punishable by a 
$2,000 US fine.

Nothing simple about gun legislation 



R ecently, Prime 
Minister Stephen 
Harper told a 
group in a closed 
meeting that he 
needed a majority so his 
government could disman¬ 
tle the firearms registry 
and focus on “the crimi¬ 
nals,” not “law-abiding gun 
owners.” If only it were 


that simple. Without infor¬ 
mation about who owns 
guns and the guns they 
own there is no way to 
keep them from dangerous 
people. 

For women, the greatest 
risk comes from their inti¬ 
mate partners. Fully, 85 per 
cent of women murdered 
in Canada are killed by 
their spouse or partner. 
Most who are shot are 
killed with legally owned 
firearms. Gun violence is 
not just an urban phenom¬ 
enon — the rate of women 


killed with guns is higher 
in rural areas because there 
are more firearms. Murders 
are only the tip of the ice¬ 
berg — for every woman 
killed, many more are in¬ 
jured or threatened. 

Four separate domestic 
violence inquests recom¬ 
mended licensing of all 
gun owners and registra¬ 
tion of all firearms. Cur¬ 
rently, licensed gun owners 
are screened for risk fac¬ 
tors. Registration helps en¬ 
force licensing and also 
makes it easier for the po¬ 


lice to remove firearms 
when there is a risk. 

Murders of women with 
guns have plummeted. In 
1991, the year Kim Camp¬ 
bell’s firearms law was in¬ 
troduced, 85 women were 
shot and killed in Canada, 
(0.3 per 100,000). By 2005, 
this had fallen by well 
more than 50 per cent to 
32 women (0.09 per 
100,000). Murders without 
guns did not decrease as 
dramatically. 

Canada’s law has been 
heralded worldwide as a 


model for addressing 
armed violence against 
women. And the United 
Nations has gone so far as 
to suggest that states that 
do not adequately regulate 
firearms fail to meet their 
obligations under interna¬ 
tional law particularly with 
respect to the safety of 
women and children. The 
global campaign to end 
armed violence against 
women, launched by NGOs 
around the world, under¬ 
scores the importance of 
regulating firearms to pro¬ 


tect women. In Canada, we 
have made significant 
progress since the 1989 
Montreal massacre focused 
attention on the problem 
of violence against women. 

We should be moving 
forward, not backwards. As 
recent tragedies have 
shown, all too painfully, 
there is much more that 
must be done.

I suspect three festivals 
that come quickly to mind 
are Heritage Days, The 
Fringe and the Folk Festi¬ 
val.

On 
Sept. 17 and 18, movies 
will be projected onto a 
three-storey inflatable 
screen in Winston 
Churchill Square. 

On Sept. 17, the movie is 
Man on Wire, which had 
its premiere at last year’s 
festival and went on to win 
an Academy Award. That 
shows just how adept the 
festival’s organizers are at 
picking winners. If you 
want to be ahead of the cin¬ 
ematic curve, attend the 
festival. 

On Sept. 18, the movie is 
Anne Wheeler’s Bye Bye 
Blues. This shot-entirely-in- 
Alberta feature film is 
worth seeing for a second 
or third time. 


Sobeys Lunchbox Shorts 
should be of particular in¬ 
terest to those working in 
the downtown. For a paltry 
$10, you get lunch and a 
movie at Empire Theatres 
in Edmonton Centre. 

If you’re an aspiring film¬ 
maker, the EIFF has some¬ 
thing for you, too. Citytv 
has created a “Five Minutes 
of Fame” video challenge. 
If your video of a memo¬ 
rable movie scene wins, 
you could end up with a 
trip for two to Mexico. 

The more festivals our 
city offers to us and the 
world, the better. The EIFF 
is one that needs your sup¬ 
port.

Twitter is still very much 
the small fry in the world 
of social networking, with 
an estimated 18 million 
global users compared to 
Facebook’s 300 million.

In fact, the social 
networking behemoth re¬ 
cently made a number of 
changes that appear aimed 
at directly competing with 
Twitter. That includes a 
change to the site’s news 
feed earlier this year so it 
reads as a series of updates 
from users’ friends.

Good news for Oilers as Slovak defenceman overcomes shoulder injury 


There was never a doubt 
Lubomir Visnovsky was 
going to play for the 
Edmonton Oilers this sea¬ 
son because it's not like he 
had to earn a job at train¬ 
ing camp. The only 
question was when. 

The Oilers got some 
good news on that front 
Thursday as Visnovsky, 
who is coming off a shoul¬ 
der injury that ended his 
2008-09 season and re¬ 
quired surgery, skated in 
his first full practice. 

With six-pre-season 
games remaining, Vis¬ 
novsky has been cleared 
for full contact by team 
medical staff and, barring 
any complications, is ex¬ 
pected to be ready for ac¬ 
tion when the regular sea¬ 
son opens. 

On a morning when the 


Oilers trimmed 13 players 
from their camp roster, 
seeing Visnovsky on the 
ice jostling with team¬ 
mates in his first full prac¬ 
tice session since the in¬ 
jury was the news of the 
day.” 

“I'm ready to play the 
game, an NHL game,” Vis¬ 
novsky said after a 90- 
minute skate at Millenni¬ 
um Place in Sherwood 
Park. “When the coach 
says, 'You're in, you're play¬ 
ing,' I'm ready for it.” 

Visnovsky, 33, has been

“There are no expecta¬ 
tions from you or me!” 
That’s what Fleury told the 
media in Calgary. 

Thank goodness, because 
that means something out 
of the ordinary might hap¬ 
pen. Heaven knows we 
need deliverance from the 
monotony of the Phoenix 
Coyotes courtroom saga 
and the endless parade of 
free agents who’ve signed 


huge contracts to play for 
teams they have no particu¬ 
lar loyalty to. 

Fleury’s chance to resur¬ 
rect a career cut short by 
drug and alcohol abuse 
marks the possibility that 
sport still has room for 
hope and dreams. Maybe 
this 41-year-old former 
champion is the right man 
to enlighten us. 

Being only five-foot-six, 
he was told he’d never 
make an impact, but he 
scored 455 goals and 1,088 
points in the NHL while 
winning a Stanley Cup and 
Olympic gold. On a purely 
visceral level, Fleury per¬ 
sonified excitement. He 
could skate and shoot and 
rough it up ... he was oh so 
dynamic and the kind of 
guy you rooted for. 

He was a little big man 
who made things happen 
every time he launched 
himself over the boards. 

We shouldn’t dismiss 


Fleury’s desire to return to 
the game he loves. If we do, 
we might be turning our 
backs on the redemptive 
power of sport. 

It happened with Eric 
Lamaze. A boy wonder 
show jumper who twice 
was banned from the 
Olympics for substance 
abuse, he hung in there and 
won a gold medal at the 
2008 Games. He’s still at 
the top of his game. 

Maybe it’s because, like 
Fleury, Lamaze is a human 
being who has overcome a 
tragic flaw. Perhaps that’s 
why Fleury’s chance is so 
important now. If he makes 
good, Fleury could prove 
that sport still loves long 
shots and that every once 
in a while, the unexpected 
does happen.

McNabb remains iffy 

Philly QB shows up at practice after rib fracture 


The Eagles aren’t giving 
up hope of having Dono¬ 
van McNabb on the field 
when they play their 
home opener Sunday 
against the New Orleans 
Saints. 

McNabb made a brief ap¬ 
pearance on the practice 
field Thursday afternoon 
but did not take part in 
any drills after fracturing 
his rib on a touchdown run 
late in Philadelphia’s 38-10 
victory over the Carolina 
Panthers last weekend. 

“Donovan is working 
very hard,” offensive co-or¬ 
dinator Marty Mornhin- 
weg said. “You know Dono¬ 
van, he’s doing everything 
in his power to get back 
out there, make it to this 
game. He’s played with a 
broken ankle, a broken 
sternum and all these 
things. Donovan is a very 
tough man.” 

If McNabb isn’t avail¬ 
able, the Eagles will go 
with Kevin Kolb, the 
team’s second-round draft 
pick in 2007. Kolb would 
make his first NFL start 
ahead of veteran Jeff Gar¬ 
cia, the former CFL star 



who signed Tuesday as an 
emergency backup. 

“If Kevin starts the 
game, he’s our quarter¬ 
back,” Mornhinweg said. 
“It’s that simple. I don’t 
know if I can be anymore 
clear. I have great confi¬ 
dence in Kevin.” 

Kolb took nearly all the 
reps with the first team 
Thursday. Garcia and 
Michael Vick, who is on 
the active roster but still 
must serve one more 
week of his league- 
mandated suspen¬ 
sion, split the re¬ 
maining snaps 
and worked 
with the 
scout team. 

“I would 
expect him 
to play at a 
high level,” 

Mornhin¬ 
weg said of 
Kolb.

confidence and that’s 
a good thing. That’s a 
good thing because 
I’m not saying he’s 
cocky, but if you get a

Steven Soderbergh’s The 
Informant! is a strange 
beast indeed. The film is 
based on a true story and 
rather serious book, but in 
the unpredictable 
director’s hands he’s 
turned it into a wacky cor¬ 
porate farce. 

A deliberately nostalgic 
score and almost psychedel¬ 
ic period credits lend the 
film the style of a ’60s com¬ 
edy, even though the movie 


takes place in the 1990s. It’s 
a very odd combination of 
style (both comedic and cin¬ 
ematic) and subject matter 
that probably shouldn’t 
work, yet somehow does. 

Matt Damon stars as 
Mark Whitacre, a vice-pres¬ 
ident of ADM, a fortune 
500 company.

synopsis may sound a little 
dry, but played as a bizarre 
character comedy, it’s 
quite entertaining. 

Especially since Soder¬

review Cold Souls is the 
type of intellectually ambi¬ 
tious project destined to 
please audiences on the 
film festival circuit without 
ever having much impact 
on the Blockbuster Video 
crowd. 

It’s the debut of Sophie 
Barthes and embodies all 
of the qualities and pitfalls 
of an ambitious first fea¬ 
ture. Barthes establishes 
herself as a filmmaker of 
integrity, but she isn’t 
quite able to rein in all of 
her intriguing ideas into a 
satisfying whole. 

Still, this is certainly an

Paul Giamatti stars as

All the heady existential

Romantic-comedies tend 
to be the most formulaic 
film genre — two people 
meet, they’re driven apart 
by a misunderstanding, 
but overcome life's com¬ 
plications through the 
power of love.

Unfortunately, fun is one 
of the many things missing 
from Love Happens, along 
with both romance and 
comedy. 

Aaron Eckhart plays 
Burke Ryan, a motivational 
speaker whose book A- 
Okay, and requisite self- 
help seminars help people 
overcome the death of 
loved ones. His dirty little 


secret though is that de¬ 
spite all his proselytizing 
in hotel meeting rooms, he 
has yet to get over the 
death of his own wife. 

Enter Jennifer Aniston, 
whose flower shop supplies 
the Seattle hotel where 
Ryan is staying. Eckhart 
works up the courage to 
ask her out but predictably, 
things don’t go well. Once 
Eckhart’s character opens 


up about his emotionally 
scarred past, Aniston agrees 
to help him come to terms 
with his wife’s death. Natu¬ 
rally, sparks fly as Eckhart 
begins to shun his business 
responsibilities in order to 
spend more time with Anis¬ 
ton. 

Eckhart’s Burke Ryan 
closely mirrors the one he 
played in Thank You For 
Smoking.

Idol judge moves on 

Sass Jordan finds inspiration for new album in the night

As a touring artist, Sass 
Jordan watches days pass 
in a blur of travel. It’s the 
nights, and their perform¬ 
ances and motel rooms 
that become the one con¬ 
stant: The source of her 
memories. 

From the haunting call 
to prayer of a Middle East¬ 
ern muezzin to the fuzzy 
state after a long night of 
partying, the singer and 
former Canadian Idol 
judge drew on her experi¬ 
ences of the hours be¬ 
tween dusk and dawn 
when writing her new al¬ 
bum. 

“I’m not really a night 
owl at all,” said Jordan, 
reached while preparing 
for tour. “(But) that’s the 
most vulnerable time for 
humans — when our bo¬ 


geymen come out. During 
the day you are distracted, 
and in general don’t have 
time to toss and turn and 
think.” 

But along with the worry 
and insomnia that can 
come once the sun has set, 
Jordan pointed to the cre¬ 
ativity that happens in the 
dark. In Eastern medita¬ 
tion — which the Juno- 
winning singer practices 
— that time of the day is 
considered ripe with ener¬ 
gy- 

“Creation happens in the 
dark. Think of the begin¬ 
ning of life,” she said. 
“That goes on in the dark, 


inside the body: well, un¬ 
less they have a light 
switch in there I don’t 
know about!” 

Jordan channeled that 
creative energy into her 
new album, which she 
hopes echoes the sound of 
Southern California in the 
late ’70s. Produced by her 
husband, Derek Sharp, 
arrangements range from 
upbeat, horn-spilced rock¬ 
ers like Fell in Love Again 
to the boot-stomping, gui¬ 
tar-picking Americana of 
Matter of Time. 

While she missed living 
the ’70s scene, Jordan 
caught it second-hand. Af¬ 


ter her breakthrough al¬ 
bum Rats, she moved to 
L.A., soaking up the music 
and lifestyle there. While 
she said the city is rough, 
filled with the broken 
dreams of itinerants, the 
glorious California sun¬ 
shine warms the end of 
every tough night. Jordan 
said the magic of that time 
sparkles in songs like Tom 
Waits’ 01 ’55, which she 
covers on the new album. 

“When I was a kid, grow¬ 
ing up in the ’70s, I used to 
love the Eagles. They did 
that song (01 ’55), and we 
covered it in (Montreal’s 
Westmount) Park,” she 
said. “As an adult in L.A., I 
remember driving into 
town from the high desert 
at 6 a.m., with the sun 
coming up, and hearing 
that tune. That’s what the 
song’s about: that experi¬ 
ence, driving with Lady 
Luck. And I experienced it.”

Sean Kingston earned the 
right to sing the teen 
angst blues the hard way. 

He doesn’t find inspira¬ 
tion in lightweight situa¬ 
tions such as getting 
dumped. No, try living on 
Kingston, Jamaica’s mean 
streets at age 11 after your 
mother and sister have 
been hauled off to prison. 

You’d think this kind of 
experience would breed an 
angry young rapper. In¬ 
stead, the 19-year-old vo¬ 
calist, songwriter and pro¬ 
ducer is making a meteoric 
career out of upbeat, lively, 
positive music. 

“I was very young and an¬ 
gry. I was fortunate to have 
people around me, who 
grounded me and made me 
see there would be a better 
day coming, But it was hard 
and I remember it like it 
was yesterday. For four 
years every day was a strug¬ 
gle.” says Kingston, on the 
line from management HQ 
where he’s “doing things 
for the tour.” 


The album Tomorrow is 
already creating a Web stir 
on account of its unique 
promotional component. 
The CD booklet that comes 
with Tomorrow (due out 
next Tuesday), contains a 
special image fans can hold 
up to their computers’ we¬ 
bcams to launch an “aug¬ 
mented reality” karaoke 
session on Kingston’s web¬ 
site. 

It allows fans to use their 
computer’s video camera 
to record themselves 
singing Fire Burning, along 
with an animated version 
of Kingston called Lil Sean. 
Lil Sean is superimposed 
on existing video format¬ 
ted to make it seem he 
pops out of the screen, as if 
it’s in 3-D. It even allows 
for choreographing of his 
dance moves. Fans can post 
their vids to a social net¬ 
working site, or to seanlc- 


ingston.com, which has a 
section for voting on 
favourites. So far as we 
know, Kingston’s the first 
artist to incorporate this 
kind of interaction on an 
album but he modestly of¬ 
fers it’s no big thing, just a 
kid at play. 

“I was thinking about 
putting in some cool thing 
for people to have fun 
with. I was in the studio 
one day when I came up 
with the idea. We talked 
about it and turned out we 
could do it and didn’t cost 
ah that much. I can’t wait 
for the fans to start work¬ 
ing it.” 

Work it they will, as 
Kingston has a fan base 
that’s bought more than 
six million digital singles, 
4.5 million ringtones and 
over one million albums. 

The tunes on Tomorrow 
are ah about Kingston’s

What’s gnawing at 
the veteran film actor and 
seminal rapper is whether 
or not fans of the original 
series will enjoy the show. 

How appropriate, then, 
for the pair to confess their 
unease in an old Spanish 
mission. 

“My biggest concern, and 
I think for most of us, is to 
please the current NCIS 
fans first and foremost be¬ 
cause there are very loyal 
fans and a huge following,” 
says O’Donnell, who is sit¬ 
ting on the set of OSP head¬ 


quarters, a converted mis¬ 
sion, and plays Special 
Agent “G” Callen in the se¬ 
ries. 

“If new people 
tune into the 
show, that’s 
great, but I 
feel more 
pressure to 
live up to 
their expecta¬ 
tions than I do 
maybe to the 
network or the stu¬ 
dio expectations, 
honest with you.” 

LL Cool J, who plays 
Callen’s partner, Special 
Agent and ex-Navy Seal Sam

A decade past Rushmore, Schwartzman hits his stride 



Jason Schwartzman stars in the new HBO series Bored to Death. 


“Can I do a flashback?” 
asks Jason Schwartzman. 

The 29-year-old actor and 
musician is chatting over 
coffee, sitting in a Manhat¬ 
tan hotel lobby almost Zen- 
lilce, but full of questions 
and curiosity. 

Schwartzman’s story¬ 
telling is vibrant, abstract 
and often not chronological. 
And at this particular mo¬ 
ment, everything seems to 
relate back to the past. 

Schwartzman made his 
film debut 11 years ago in 
Wes Anderson’s Rushmore 


as Max Fisher, the specta¬ 
cled, love-crazed, eminently 
intrepid teenage misfit — 
easily one of the most re¬ 
markable first stabs at 
movie acting. 

“I can’t express enough to 
you how bizarre that experi¬ 
ence was,” Schwartzman re¬ 
calls. “It was like a drive-by 
shooting, but a positive 
one.” 

Playing such a particular 
part at a young age (he was a 
senior in high school) 
seemed just the kind of role 
that might be difficult to 


grow out of. But since then, 
Schwartzman has made few 
missteps and given several 
strong performances. 

He’s played Louis XVI in 
Marie Antoinette (directed 
by his cousin, Sofia Coppo¬ 
la); he starred in David O. 
Russell’s zany I (Heart) 
Huclcabees; and he was one 
of the three travelling broth¬ 
ers in Anderson’s The Dar¬ 
jeeling Unlimited. 

But 2009 is shaping up to 
be especially good for 
Schwartzman. He played a 
memorable smarmy sup¬ 


porting role in Judd Apa- 
tow’s Funny People and he 
lends his voice to Ander¬ 
son’s animated Fantastic Mr. 
Fox, which comes out in No¬ 
vember. 

His highest-profile work, 
though, is starring in the 
new HBO series, Bored To 
Death. He plays a Brooklyn 
writer, Jonathan Ames, who 
after splitting up with his 
girlfriend (and reading a 
Raymond Chandler novel) 
decides to post a message on 
Craigslist offering his servic¬ 
es as a private detective. 


“The characters that I’ve 
been lucky enough to play I 
would say all want some¬ 
thing really badly.

They just celebrated their 
first anniversaiy after being 
married in Los Angeles last 
September, but they’re 
nothing like the giggly 
young couples the game is 
known for.

“What we want is to dis¬ 
play the normality and the 
joy of having a happy 
union,” Takei said. 

The Newlywed Game has 
been on TV off and on since 
it premiered in prime-time 
on ABC in 1967, mostly 
with Bob Eubanks as host. 

Singer Carnie Wilson is 
now host of the show, 
which is in its second sea¬ 
son on GSN and done well 
in the ratings for the net¬ 
work. 


The show always teased 
and tested couples about 
how well they know each 
other, with the slightly las¬ 
civious Eubanks delighting 
in questions about “making 
whoopee.”

Even 
long-ago con¬ 
testants were 
retested as part 
of Oldyweds 
Game seg¬ 
ments. 

Kelly Goode, 
GSN’s program¬ 
ming chief, said 
she couldn’t 
speculate on why gay cou¬ 
ples were never included in 
the past because GSN, the 
former Game Show Net¬ 
work, has only been respon¬ 
sible for the show for two 
years.

Hardcover and Kindle, Dan Brown triumphs

Doubleday announced 
Wednesday that The Lost 
Symbol, Brown's first nov¬ 
el since The Da Vinci 
Code, has already sold 
more than 1 million 
copies after being on sale 
for one day in the United 
States, Canada and 
Britain. That total 
includes preorders for the 
book, which has been at 
or near the top of 
Amazon.com for months. 

An additional 600,000 
hardcover copies have 
been ordered, bringing 
the total print run to 5.6 
million copies. The Lost 
Symbol came out Tuesday. 


Brown’s book was well 
short of the all-time de¬ 
but, Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows, which in 
its first day sold more 
than 8 million copies in 
the U.S. alone. 

Doubleday initially said 
the sales were for hard¬ 
cover alone, but spokes¬ 
woman Suzanne Herz said 
the number also includes 
the digital edition, which 
Doubleday released at the 
same time despite indus¬ 
try concerns that the stan¬ 
dard $9.99 e-book price 
might hurt sales for the 
more expensive hardcov¬ 
er. 


Thrillers have been es¬ 
pecially popular as e- 
boolcs and no thriller 
writer is hotter than Dan 
Brown. Since coming out, 
The Lost Symbol has been 
the top seller on Ama- 
zon.com’s overall list and 
on its list for books down¬ 
loaded on Amazon’s e- 
reader, the Kindle. On 
Amazon’s list for top 
thrillers and mystery nov¬ 


els, the Kindle edition was 
No. 1 as of Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon, followed by the 
hardcover. 

“The big surprise was 
that, despite sustained, 
strong physical books 
sales, yesterday (Tuesday) 
we saw the Kindle edition 
outsell hardcover editions 
on the book’s release 
day,” said Amazon.com 
spokesman Andrew Her¬ 


dener, adding that the cal¬ 
culation did not include 
preorders. 

Herz also declined to of¬ 
fer a breakdown between 
hardcover and e-book 
sales. Sony spokesman 
Kyle Austin also would 
not provide numbers, but 
said The Lost Symbol set a 
single day record for e- 
book sales, selling more 
than 10 times the amount 
of any other e-release 
Tuesday. 

E-book sales are quickly 
growing, although be¬ 
lieved to be just 1 per cent 
to 2 per cent of the overall 
market, the associated press

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Mini Shuwa: 
Roast Leg of 
Lamb 

In the Arabian Peninsula 
country of Oman, prepar¬ 
ing shuwa is an elaborate 
effort, involving roasting 
in an underground clay 
oven for 24 to 48 hours. 
This mini shuwa can’t 
quite match that tasty way 
of preparing meat and is 
only an easily made repli¬ 
ca — but it’s great for an 
Eid dinner. The Muslim 
holiday starts Sunday. 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 cloves garlic, crushed 
2 tsp salt 
1 tsp pepper 
1 tsp cumin 
1 tsp ground coriander 
seeds 

1 tsp turmeric 

1/2 tsp ground cloves 
1/2 tsp chili flakes 
4 tbsp cooking oil 

2 tbsp vinegar 

1 leg of lamb, from 5 to 6 
pounds, with punched 


holes in a few places 

METHOD: 

Thoroughly combine all 
ingredients, except lamb 
leg, then rub over lamb 
leg, forcing some of the 
liquid into the punched 
holes. Marinate in refriger¬ 
ator overnight. 

Place in a roasting pan and 
cover, then roast in a 250 F 
pre-heated oven for 3 to 4 
hours or until leg is well 
cooked, basting from pan 
juices every 30 minutes 
and turning over once or 
twice. Uncover and roast 
at 350 F for 20 minutes, 
turning over once. 

Carve and serve while hot 
with cooked rice.
